AMERICANS IN THE FIELD, 

The site which was granted by the Govern. 
‘ment was that‘on which the present Honphony 
Telrgraph building stands—No. 1 Ice House 
Road, A depot was erected there and for 
some time the business was carried on by the 
trustees mentioned. But the American Tudor 
Company camte into the field and offered to take 
over the responsibilities of the trustees, and that 
offer was accepted, It was the Tudor Com- 
pany which erected the present buildings in 
Ice House Road.

Government, and proceeded to erect ice-making 
machinery and buildings at Causeway Bay. 
When everything was complete the lower part 
of the building in Ice House Road was con-

A trip to the cold ‘storage rooms is 
an experience, you are’ not likely to 
forget in a hurry, Even in these cold 
mornings, the ‘temperature of the storage 
chambersis enough to make an Esquimaux 
shiver, Itcatches one in the small of tha 
back and travels along the spine until it seems 
to get exit by a hole in the crown of your 
head. ‘Usually the temperature in ‘the ice 
storage rooms is about tg degrees Fahrenheit 
or17 degrees below freezing point. There are 
six rooms, four of which were’ fully stocked 
with game, of all kinds, bullock sides, lambs, 
pigs, butter and milk, etc. One chamber was 
set apart for game, anda tempting sight was 
the hanging birds, most of which'thad come 
from China. During the Christmas season, of 
course, there was abig influx of game and the 
chamber was stocked to its fullest capacity, 

: AUSTRALIAN MEAT, 

From the Dairy Farm came a lot of Aus- 
tralian sides of beef, lambs, and pigs, ‘as fresh 
as could be desired. Other firms send their 
produce, such as butter and milk, to the cold 
storage “vaults” which are undoubtedly a 
great convenience to thecomm unity, Vessels 
from Australia frequently send their stores

THE CHINESE COOLIE,

PRISONER COMMITTED FOR TRIAL 


charge of murder against Pagain-was resumed | 
at the Magistracy ‘befora Mr. H. Ht J, Gom- 
pertz, this morning. The prisoner had pleaded 
guilty. Ins, ector Langley was in charge of 
the case. Dr. Hunter, medical officer in charge, 
of the mortuary, testified that he examined the 
body uf a Filipino mate, and found that death 
was due to a stib wound in ‘the abdomen, | 

Dr. Howell, surgeon, on the ss. Z¥evtont, 


said that, hearing of an assault having taken 


place on board the steamer on the 51h inst, he 
weRt into the stéérage “where he found one 
Sudong, a Filipino steerage passenger, ‘lying 
face downwards on the deck. .Lle turned the 
man over and found a wound on the left breast 
between the clavicle and the second rib, He’ 
bound the wound up, and then, noticed further 
aft in the steerage the man Apowen,, since | 
deceased, On Roing to him he. discovered | 
that he had several wounds on the body, those 
on the shoulder, wrist and abdomen being 
serious. The man was gasping and he did 
not see him again before his death. In his 
opinion the wound in thé abdomen was the 
cause of death, 

To Inspecior Langley—After . ‘embalming 
the body by injecting disinfectants, at the're- 
quest of Mr. Pettit, who was in charge of the 
Filipino party, he ordered itto be coffined, He 
was present on the 6th. inst. and ordered the 
coffin to be re-opened at the request of the In- 
spector, *, 

Charles Petersen, quartermaster on the s.3, 
Tremont, snid he was on duty on board on the 
evening of the Sth inst. He went down into. 
the mess-room to get himself a cup ‘of tea, and 


while there he-heard a yell, followed’ by ‘a 


second. He went to,discover the cause of the 
disturbance and, proceeding to the. galley, 
swilched on the light and saw blocd all over 
the deck and a wounded man, lying down, 
while another was found to have ‘been killed, 
A woman gave him some matches, because it 
was dark, and then pointed out to him the 
dead man lying in his bunk. Witness imme- 
diately went on deck and told the doctor of 
what had happened, and also told the second 
mate, wha reported the matter to the captain, 

Daugusan, a Filipino woman, passenger on 
board the s,s, Tremont, thraugh an interpreter, 
Lazaro Bebit, a native of Negros, assisted by 
Mr. Nolan, official interpreter at the Magistracy, 
said she was a widow, and Was on board the 
Tremoné on her return from the St. Louis 
Exposition. There were twenty-four of them 
altogether, natives of Negros, Witness was 
asleep in the steerage on the night of the 5th 
inst, and was awakened by cries “ Amina, 
Anina” which means, “I amin great pain. 
She then pushed aside the curtain of her bunk, 
and looked out, ‘and saw Apowen in. his bunk 
across the room ‘holding his hand on his, 
stomach and calling out again “Anina.” She 
could see blood dripping down, She then 
called out. for assistance. Her companions, 
the other Igorrotes, were then all sitting up in 
their bunks, and as she looked around she 
naticed that one of the men was missing. 
Here a plan of the bunks was put in show: 
ing the position of the bunks of the witness, 
the accused and the deceased. Witness, con- 
tinuing, said there were two tiers of bunks, 
but in same places only one single bunk. 
She knew Sudong, He did not sleep on 
that side. The bunk, undemeath that of 
the deceased, was unoccupied. Witness had 
secn the knife, produced, before; it belongs 
to Medanes. She saw the prisoner take that 
knife from the top part of the bunk in which 
Pagain slept three days before, and she told Mr- 
Peuit, and then he went and took the knife 
from him, Prisoner was thea outside the room, 
lying in another bunk, When Mr, Pettit told 
the prisoner to give him the knife he handed it 
to him, and Mr, Pettit gave witness the knife, 
and she gave it to Medanes, and the latter took 
it and locked it up in his own box. Witness 
did not know of any ‘quarrel between the 
deceased and the. prisoner, nor anybody else, 
Accused is a married man, and his wife is in 
Subig. Deceased was also a married inan, 
and his widow is now in the same place. She 
went to the mortuary and identified the body 
of the deceased to the doctor there.- 

A watchman at the Kowloon godown stated 
on the cth inst. he was alongside. the 5.5. 
Tremontin a lighter. He did not know the 
captain, nor where the sieamer came from, 
He was near her abo ¢ an hour or an hour 
and a half after gun fire. He saw a black 
man come down the side of the steamer 
from the ship's side, and go across his 
lighter into a sampan. Soon after one o'clock 
the same man came on biard witness's 
lighter again, and wanted to crawl inside a 
water tank, but witness prevented him. He 
thentried to go into the hold, but witness 
told his No, 1 coolie to stop him, He then 


went on board another cargo boat, on to al 


-plank and jumped into the water. The man 
was short and was dressed. in some sort of 
black clothes. Witness did not notice any 
signals on board of the steamship, but saw three 
lights on the foremast, the uppermost green, 
and below red and. tower white. Jt was nota 
very clear night, there was some fog, Witness 
could not identify the prisoner. 

Asked if he had any questions to ask this 
witness the interpreter stated that the prisoner 
was only muttering to himself io a silly man- 
ner. 

Charles Ernest Pettit said he was in charge 
of a party of Filipinos. returning from St, Louis. 
On the night of the 5th inst. he. was on shore 
when the trouble octurred, and-he returned to 
the ship at midnight when the occurrence 
was reported to him. He did not know of any 
cause of trouble between the deceased and any 
member of the party. There had been ‘no 
quarrel among the party of Filipinos during the 
whole time that they were in his charge.

P,.C, David Bertie stated that, at a quarter 
to ten on.the morning of the 6th inst,, he wie 
‘on duty in the No. 7 police boat: Upon near- 
ing the Tremont he saw the signal flying 
that police assistance.was required. He went 
on board, and was told by the captain, that-a 
Filipino had been killed ‘and another injured, 
The doctor of the ship told him it would be 


‘dangerous to move the man to the hospilal. 


Witoess, with all the officers of the ship, made as 
good rumniage of the holds for the prisoner, 
but failed to ‘find -him, and,he then went:to the 
Station and reported the occurrence. He was 
then told togo back on board and allow no one 
to leave, 

Captain Garlick, of the Zremant, said he set 
the usual signals to call the police and burnta 
blue light. If there had been a fire on board 
he would have fired off his'rockets, 

His Worship Said that it had been given in 
evidence that police pinnaces passed near the 
ship at half-past two o'clock ia the morning 
and ‘saw no lights and that the man paid two 
visits to the lighter alongside during the night, 


He thought that more ought to have been done | 


by the captain to secure the arrest of the 
prisoner, As a result -of his not taking 
sufficient measures ‘the prisoner’had got away 
to the Praya and there caused the death of yet 
another man. 

This closed the case, and after the usual 
caution prisoner Said that when he came ‘on 
shore from the steamer he intended to go on 
boardagain. There were Chinese on the shore, 
and they said’ * By-and-bye,” “ by-and-bye’ —a 
policeman came and anested hier: d took 
him to the station, ; 

Prisoner who did not wish to call any wit 
nesses on his be alf was then formally com- 
mitted to take his trial at the next criminal 
sessions. 


A SECOND CHARGE, 

This afternoon the prisoner, Pagain, was 
again placed before Mr. U. WT. J. Gompertz, 
on the further charge of having on the 6th inst., 
murdered, on the Praya West, one Cheng 
Tong, a ricksba coolie, 

“Chinese Constable, No, 308, deposed to the 


arrest of the prisoner on the Praya West, near 


Jardine's Wharf, and to the cuts and damage 
to his uniform -he sustained, His Worship 
commended the constable for ‘his conduct, 
which he stated was plucky and meritorious, 
tind deserving of great credit, - The case was 
here remanded till the 16th inst, Presidente 
Lazaro Bebit was hound in bond to appear 
and give evidence in these cases at the ensuing 
Criminal Sessions.

As reported in these columns in our issue of 
Saturday, a deputation of members of the Chi- 
nese Commercial Union was to wait upon the 


Managers of the four Banks—the Hongkong: 


and Shanghai Banking Corporation, the Char- 
tered Bank of India, Australia and China, the 
Banque de |’ Indo-Chine and the International 
Banking Corporation—to request them in the 
interests of Chinese trade not to call in the ad- 
vances-they had made against sovereigns and 
other securities, as propnsed, and to continue 
to-negotiate bills on the principal cgrlenitul ports 
as heretofore, 

We have been unable to discover what the 
actual result was, but we understand froma 
reliable source that the deputation, consisting 
of prominent Chinese, duly called upon the 
managers, Mr.. Fung Wa Chun introducing 
them, and acting as interpreter, The Banks 
were asked to allow the loans to stand over 
until after Chinese New Year, 

The.Banks’ representatives pointed out the 
trath of the old maxim, that business is 
business. The Chinese had to look afier them= 
selves, and they had to look after the Banks, 
They agreed to call in only half the amount of 
‘the loans, but promised nothing i in regard to

SINGAPORE TRADE REVIEW. 
—_ 


The past year has been perhaps the paorest 
trade year for Singapore in the last decade, 
says the Stratés Times, Money has been very 
tight, and owing to the decrease in the volume 
and value of exports, the purchasing power of 
the natives generally has been greatly reduced. 
Business during the first half of 1905 was 
almost stagnant but improved to some extent 
inthe last sixmonths. The enormous demands 
from India and Australia for'picce goods had 
a favourable effect on this market in spite of 
the very heavy fall in the price of raw. ‘cotton 
after the American corner and orders booked 
recently cannot be met till near the middle of 
1905, keep-ng prices level which would other- 
wise have fallen considerably, ‘Jhe war in 
Manchuria led to large orders in khaki and 
drills on the part of the Japanese for the sup- 
ply of the armies in the field, 1 proving the truth 
of the aphorism that it is “an ill wind that 
blows nobody good.” Stocks have not yet 
been published, but they will probably show 
large decreases compared with the close of 1903 
in heavy grey shirtings and T. cloths as well as 
yarns, white shirtings and Turkey reds, Prints 
and sarongs are in fair stock although imports 
of the former have fallen of.

Heung- 
shan, with the chief justice on-board, was due 
to arrive here shortly after five o'clock ; but 
owing to her delayed departure from Hongkong 
it was not until about 6 p.m. that she rounded 
the Barra Point, As the vessel steamed in she 
presented a gay appearance with her dressing 
of flags from stem to stern in honour of the 
Tetuming ‘functianary. The landing stage and 
the approaches to the. wharf weré thronged with 
many hundreds of people, while on the Hong- 
Kong, Canton & Macao Steamboat Co's wharf 
itself; a. few of the leading civil officials, a small 
number of personal friends and the clergy 
were Awaiting the arrival of Dr. Magatheas. 
The Police Rand was also posted here, and the 
usual force of the local garrison in their famitiar 
uniform lent colour to complete the assembly 
gathered to do honour to the chief justice. 
The landing place was decorated with flags and 
evergreen and against the thatched roof on the 
wharf a welcome was exhibited to the chief jus- 
tice in a large and distinctive inscription which 
read; " Viva Dr, Magatheas, ‘Bem Vindo."
